OBJECTS OF THE 
ATLANTIC PACT 


The object of the Atlantic 
Pact is nothing less than to 
ensure the maintenance of 
peace at a time when rumours 
of impending war are as per- 
sistent and as loud as 10 years 
ago, Some may regard the 
Pact as a temporary substi- 
tute for universal guarantees 
which the United Nations 
hoped to establish at San 
Francisco ‘but which, thanks 
to the policies of the Sovict 
-Union and its use of the veto, 
no longer enjoy the people's 
confidence. Others may re- 
yard it as the lasting founda- 
tion for dome new worldwide 
system of collective defence 
against aggression. In either 
case its principal object is 
the same as the United 
Nations Charter—the main- 
tenance of peace. If peace is 
‘to be maintained, the Pact 
must state plainly and con- 
vincingly that the Western 
democracies will go to war 
only in order to defend them- 
selves and each, other; for 
that is what the democratic 
peoples of the West intend to 
do, no more and no less, and 
it is irresponsible, inaccurate 
and dangerous to credit them, 
as the Russians do. with bel- 
licose intentions. The Rus- 
sians’ refusal to believe in 
the peaceful intentions of the 
Western Powers is one of the 
must perilous aspects of an 
already dangerous interna- 
tional situation. Its dangers 
can only be reduced (but not 
eliminated) by persuading 
“the Russians that the Western 
democracies are ‘also in car- 
nest and are prepared, as well 
as determined, to go to war 
in the defence of their allies. | 
. Some speculations in_ the 
West have, indeed, helped the 
Politburo to portray the Pact 
to devout believers in Russia 
and the rest of the world as 
America’s plan to encircle the 
Soviet Union. Hitler needed 
no such help to convince an 
audience less gullible, if any- 
thing, than Stalinists that 
Germany was being encircled 
‘| in 1939. Somehow the Western 
Powers must convince the 
Kremlin that they mean what 
they say. For, frightened 
despots are dangerous men, 
isolated by their own pro- 
paganda from the healthy 
good sense of the common 
people, and frightened by 
their own attempts to frighten 
others. It may be argued that 
this is.to attempt the impos- 
sible but it is an attempt 
which must be made. Nor can 
the Western Powers afford. tu 
regard this formidable task 
of persuasion- as a_ routine 
propaganda undertaking. It 
is.a diplomatic necessity vital 
to the Pact’s success. For the 
Russians must clearly under- 
stand the Pact’s essentially 
deterrent character and pur- 
pose if they are to be deterred, 
rather than frightened into 
hasty and dangerous decisions 
next time a crisis breaks upon 
us, ;

Aa the autumn drew into winter 
I was concerned with the danger 
of the two great French battie- 


ships (Jean Burt and Riohelicu) 
attempting to make their way 
back to Toulon, where they could 


be completed, Marshal Petain's 
envoy, Admiral Leahy, had esta- 
blished most intimate relations 
with Marshal Petain. It was to 
Roosevelt therefore that I turn- 
ed, and not in vain. 

The President in consequence 
-sent a very severe personal mess- 
age to the Petain Government 
about the Toulon fleet. “The fact,” 
he sald, “that a Government fs 2 
prisoner of war of another Power 
doea not justify such o prisoner 
in- serving its conqueror-in oper- 
ations against ‘Its’ former ally." 
He reminded the Marshal of the 
solemn assurances he had received 
that the.
